Baker Quoted Against Morgan. 

Mr. Morgan’s statement in evidence that 
group c@trol of money and credit is im- 
possible is called by the report ‘‘an ob- 
vious. economic fallacy as the everyday 
transactions of business demonstrate.’ 
The report goes on: 

“On. the proposition. that there is: not 
and eannot be concentration of control 
of money or credit, it will be observed 
that Mr. ieh fags is directly. at variance 
with his associate, Mr. Baker, who depre-.

“That such concentration is an. exist- 
ing condition and not a myth seems, in- 
deed, to be agreed: on ail sides. Mr. 
Reynolds considers it a menace, while 
Mr. Schiff has’ been an interested ob- 
server of its rapid growth during the past 
few years, but ts not worried because his 
firm is now so rich. and powerful that 
it no longer requires credit. We -note, 
however, that he has been something 
more than a mere observer. His firm

The question of interlocking Directorates 
and consolidations is next taken up. 
From the evidence the committee con- 
cludes: 

“It is manifestly through the con- 
trol of the leading New York institutions 
and their commanding position as the de- 
positaries of ithe reserves of the country; 
and by reason of the fact that the New 
York Steck Exchange is the only public 
money market in the United States, that 
the money rates and the market for se- 
curities as affected by the money rates 
can pe controlled. 


Control of Loan Market, 


“The evidence demonstrates that the 
inner, group and the banks and trust com- 
paniés. with which they are affiliated 
throtgh stock ownership, representation 
in Directorates, and otherwise, dominate 
the money market for loans on the Stock 
Exchange ‘and, on Sfock Exchange securi- 
ties.; They lend not only their own money 
a a the money | of their depositors,. :in- 

ding the depositors of the’ out-of-town 
harika, but that of .their correspondents, 
on terms and security. satisfactory to 
them, (the New -York banks.) It is in 
their’ power. by co-operation primarily to 


fix the call rate from day to day, and 


to determine what constitutes satisfac- 
tory collateral. 

“This does not mean that all the loans 
thugs made are controlled by them. Nor. 
does it mean that loans may not be ef- 
fected by other banks and bankers on 
collateral that. the banks affiliated with 
the inner, group would not accept. Such 
absolute domination is not necessary in 
order to control monéy.rates or to influ- 
ence security values. Nor does the proof 
Show affifmatively that there is in fact 
any definite agreement or understanding 
pursuant to which the daily call rates 
for money are fixed. But the power and 
the opportunity are there and could be 
exercised without leaving proof or trace 
behind. ° 

“Whenever the incentive is. at hand 
the machinery is ready. It is made possi- 
ble by this community of interest and 
fa og 4 representation in the insptuyens 
that hold these. resources. At best it is 
a feeierous situation, with its bouhilons 
temptations and opporunities, no matter 
how high or lofty may’be the sense of 
responsibility of those who hold the: 
power. It is. too vast and perilous a 
power to be safely intrusted to the hands 
of any man or set.of men, be he or they 
ever 80 patriotic or unselfish. 

“At best it would require open, ‘reck- 
less, and long-continued abuse to cripple 
power thug intrenched. It could with- 
stand many missteps even if they became 
known, which is quite unlikely. And after 
the man was crippled he would revive. 
If in-the end the power should be de- 
stroyed, what is likely to happen ‘to lhe 
credit and prosperity. of the country 

while the edifice is crumbling? 


That argument does not appeal to us| 


as‘ an answer to the conclusion we have 
reached that ‘such power is a menace. 
“To us the peril is manifest. But the 
remedy is not s0 easily found or applied, 
having due regard, as we should, to: the 
encouragement of: ‘enterprise.” 


Proposed Remefies for Evils. 

As a first step to ed the evils of finan- 
cial concentration, the committee advises 
the prohibition of interlocking director- 
ates. The argument that competent men 
would not ‘be found. to fill the directorates 
of banks if they were not permitted to 
be interlocked is met by an amendment 
to tHe. law reducing the number of Direc- 
tors to thirteen. 

The report-commgnts on the fact that in 
England and Frante there is no commun-

. tion in the schedule of undefended cases 
to come before the President of ‘the Di- 

. worce Court, Sir Samuel Evans. Mrs. 
Cornwallis-West filed her petition’ on 
Jan..21, and an appearance was entered 
by her husband on Jan. 30 through his 
lawyers, Sir Charles Russell & Sons. 
Russell & Sons. 

In the ordinary course the action 
could not have been heard before the 
next law sittings, as the case was not 
filed before the beginning of the present 
session, but application was made to 
the Judge in Chambers this week for 
the petition to be expedited. The Judge, 
satisfied with the reasons given, adopt- 
ed this course and allowed access for a 
speedy hearing. 

A restitution suit is usually prelimi- 
mary to <. application for divorce. If 
the court grants Mrs. Cornwallis-West’s 
petition on Monday, the Judge will make 
an order for the husband to comply 
with the terms of the ruling within a 
given period—generally about fourteen 
days. Should this order be disregarded, 
Mrs. Cornwallis-West car: immediately 
file a petition for divorce, the decree 
being made absolute after the expiration 
of the statutory six months. Non-com- 
pliance with the restitution order proves 
the plea of’ desertion, which is one of 
two counts which have tv be proved dc- 
cording to the English law for divorce, 
the other count being adultery, which 
‘must always be proved to the satisfac- 
tion ofthe court. A cruelty charge is 
not necessary when desertion has been 
proved. 


KEPT POISON IN BOOT-HEEL.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Color was 
given to-day to the report that Cipriano 
Castro, ex-President of Venezuela, was to 
attend the inauguration of. President Wil- 
son in the capacity of an invited guest by.

ment from Minister Beaupré at Havana. 
This statement was given out by the State 
Department: 

‘*Minister Beaupré telegraphs from Ha- 

vana that Castro announces that, as he 
has been invited by the President-elect to 
attend the inauguration, he. will leave on 
Saturday for Washington and that he wiil 
return to Havana within a few days.” 
- William Corcoran Eustis, Chairman of 
the Inaugural’ Committee, said that this 
was the first time the former President of 
Venezuela had entered his mind in con- 
nection with the inauguration ceremonies. 
He said that no letter, telegram, or re- 
quest of any kind had been received by 
him or any member of the committee in 
connection with Castro. Mr. Eustis’s in- 
terpretation of the matter was that some 
one had played a joke on the Venezuelan 
and sent him ‘an invitation in, the name 
of the President-elect, or that Castro him- 
self had facetiously made the statement 
attributed to him by Minister Beaupré. 

Mr. Beaupré has been instructed by the 
Secretary of State to keep the State De- 
partment advised as fully as practicable 
of what Castro says and does. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, the Grand 
Marshal of ‘the inaugural parade, when 
asked if Gen. Castro was to be permitted 
to have a place in.the line, said that the 
matter had not eome before him in any 
way. He had no knowledge of how Cas-

BEATTY’S HIGH COMMAND. 


At 42 He Heads First British Battle 
Cruiser Squadron. 
By Murconi Transatlantic Wirelese Telegraph 
+ to The New York Times. 
LONDON, Feb. 28:—Rear Admiral Da- 
vid Beatty, whose wife is an American 
and who was promoted three years ago 
to flag rank at the unusually early age 
of 39, will to-day assume command of 
the First Battle Cruiser Squadron, in 
succession to Rear Admiral Bayly. This 
squadron consists of the super-dread- 
nought cruisers Lion and Princess 
Royal and the dreadnought cruisers In- 
defatigable; Invincible, and Indomitable. 
Admiral Beatty was promoted from 
Lieutenant to Commander, and again 
from Commander to Captain for war 
services, first in the Sudan in 1898, and 
second in China during the Boxer: re- 
bellion. It usually takes an officer sev- 
enteen or eighteen years. to rise from 
the rank of Lieutenant to that of Cap- 
tain, but in the case of Admiral Beatty 
it occupied only eight years. He is now, 
at 42 years of age, thirteen years 
younger than the officer he succeeds, 
and with the exception of his own flag 
Captain, (Capt. A. E. M. Chatfield,) he 
is younger than the commanding offi- 
cer of any ship in his squadron.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28—The rejoinder |

Americéh. note” regarding the Panama, 
Cana] tolls question was delivered to-day 
-to Secretary Knox by Ambassador Bryce. 
Though naturally of great interest to 
Secretary’ Knox, he will make no effort to 
consider it, but will:allow the negotiations 
on the American side to be continued by 
his successor in office. 

. It ‘is tnderstood that the British note, 
“after a<repetition of former arguments 
its original contention, 
contains. a flat. proposal for arbitra- 
tion of.the issue, according to the pro- 
visions of the existing special arbitration 
treaty between the two countries which 
will expire in June. f 


‘“The note was read to Secretary Knox 


by Ambassador Bryce at the Secretary's : 
office, and a copy was left with Mr. Knox 
by direction of Sir Edward Grey. . It is 
withheld from publication for the present 
to afford Secretary Knox an opportunity 
to lay it. before President Taft, but it has 

_ been arranged that the note be given out 
for publication in the Sunday morning 
papers in this country and the Monday 
morning papers in Europe. 

The report that President-elect Wilson 
favers Senator Root’s amendment to the 
Params Canal bill repealing the provision 
exempting ‘American’ coustwise Ships ‘from 
payment of. tolls is the subject of remark, 
because Senator O’Gorman of New York, 
who has been regarded as more or less of 
@ spokesman for Mr. Wilson, is a sturdy 
opponent of the Root amendment and a 
champion. of free passage for American 
ships. od . 

There is no. likelihood of any action 
upon the Root repeal amendment in the 
few remaining days of the Sixty-second 
Congress. [t was recently tabled in the 
Senate Interoceanic Canals Committee, 
thus preventing the possibility of even 
being brought »efore the Senate on a mi- 
Nority report. 

It is expected to be revived at the next 
Congress, probably in the course of the 
extra session. 


LONDON, Feb. 28.—Dispatches from 
Washington published here, announcing 
that President-elect Woodrow Wilson had 
expressed himself in favor of supporting 
Senator Elihu. Root’s amendment to the 
Panama Canal bill repealing the provision 
exempting American vessels from paying 
tolls for passage through the Panama 
Canal, have given rise to considerable 
comment’ in the English newspapers, 
which voice their gratification over the 
attitude attributed to him. The West- 
minster Gazette, a leading organ of the 
British Government, says: 

‘““We all very much regretted to find 

Ourselves in conflict with the United 
States Government on a point of this 
kind, and believe that public opinion in 
the. United States will welcome _ this 
changed attitude leading to the aveidance 
of further controversy.” 
. The Pall Mall Gazette says: ‘‘ Dr. Wil- 
son,is to be congratulated on striking:a 
true’ and high note in this matter upon 
the eve of his accession. We think re- 
peal of the exemption clause would be far 
the best solution of a tangle created by 
the: shortsightedness of overreaching 
politicians.’’ 


The publication to-day of the statement 
that the British: Government has proposed 
arbitration of the canal question in a 
note to the State Department, coupled 
with the comment of the British press on 
dispatches to London newspapers pur-

The President-elect declined to make 
any comment beyond a denial of the pub- 
lished report that he had expressed him- 
self with finality on the question. Mr. 
Wilson said that he did not feel it would 
be proper fir him to discuss the matter 
of canal tolls until after’ he became Pres- 
ident and had had a chance to discuss it 
with members of the Senate. 

The possibility: that: the’ Senate’ might 
take some action which would remove the 
grounds for the British protest and thus 
reliéve the new Administration from all 
embarrassment is cited in some quarters 
as_ the chief reason: for his reticence. 

Orn, the other hand, it is said: by those

The fire occurred at an hour when few 
persons were awake in the neighborhood 


and the interior of the building was a 


mass of flames. before the firemen ar- 
rived. Fifty persors are known to have 
been asleep in the’ building and estimates 
of ‘the number run as nigh as seventy- 
five. At least thirty are known to have 
escaped. Many of them were scantily 
clad and they were taken either to the 
Emergency Hespital or to other hotels. 
Many of those registered at the hotel 
were Nebraskans who had come here to 
attend the automobile show. The heat 
from ‘the fire was intense, and firemen 
did not get the flames under control for 
several hours, when the interior of the 
building had collapsed and fallen into 
the basement. Here, beneath many tons 
of débris are the bodies of the victims, 
and it may require two days work to 
remove them, 

An explosion of gas is believed to have 
Caused the fire. Jesse D. Nold, night 
clerk of the hotel, heard.'an explosion, 
and when he opened the office door he was 
driven back by smoke and flames. Fol- 
lowed by Izzie Steiss, a newspaper car- 
rier, Nold ran to the upper floors and 
roused many of the sleeping occupants 
of the rooms. Thus they saved the lives 
of more than twenty persons. All the 
survivors suffered bitterly from the cold. 

Mrs. C. E. Hawkins, who occupied a 
room on the second floor, dragged her 
sister, Miss Alice Bonnevie, to a window. 
There Miss Bonnevie collapsed. Mrs. 
‘Hawkins jumped and, although two po- 
licemen -broke her fall, she was badly in- 
jured. Her sister’s body is in the ruins. 
The lower floors of the hotel building 
were occupied by the Raphael-Fred Cloth- 
ing Company, the Hiller Liquor Company, 
and the Adams Express Company. The 
stock and fixtures of all these were de- 
stroyed.

The Appellate Division sent to an 
efficial referee yesterday a complaint 
by the Grievance Committee ,of the Bar 
Association, against James C. Lenny, 
an attorney, of 31 Nassau Street. The 
committee charged Lenny with bring- 
ing unfounded actions in a will case 
for the purpose of compelling settle- 
ments. Lenny denied that he brought 
the actions in question for the purpose 
of forcing compromises. He was at- 
tcrney for-George Hdwin Jones, a son 
of Daniel BE. Jones of Chicago, who 
died in 1886. 

When the elder Jones died. he left 
a widow and’ four children by a pre- 
vious marriage, who were Mrs. Har- 
riet G. Sabin, Mrs. Mary Cc. Newell, 
William J. Jones, and George Edwin 
Jones. The. widow died in 1905, leav- 
ing an. estate of $700,000. Had. she 
died intestate, the four stepchildren 
would not have been entitled to any- 
thing from her estate, nor would they 
if the will had been. overthrown. 

By her will, however, she left trust 
funds of $25,000 each to her two step- 
sons, and the bulk. of her estate in 
equal shares to her two stepdaughters. 
Proceedings to upset the will were 
later. begun by Albert H. Knapp, a 
grandnephew of Mrs. Jones, the Griev- 
ance Committee charged, at the in- 
stigation of Lenny. and George E.

PANKHURST’s Cybiousargument that “the 
“ general public is always safer in times 
“of revolution and war,” ‘but they are 
going te havé their own active part in 
the war... Hence the women whe put 
green paint on park seats and poyr acid 
in the mail boxes are no longer safe. 
They are mobbed ‘in the street and have 
barely escaped seyere punishment. 

The Telease on bail of Mrs: PANKHURST, 
however, showa that the authorities are 
stil] afraid to meet the condition brave- 
ly, and indicates that she threat of 
“penal servitude for life” for women 
gonvieted of arson is an emptf threat. 
So long as the Magistrates and prison 
keepers can he feeled by the ‘hunger 
strike " nonsense there is little hope for 
a change in the militants’ plan of war- 
fare.

4 CURBING ” THE SUPREME COURT. 

One would think, in reading the report 
of the Senate Committee on Inter-State 
Commerce, that the chief peril to. our 
institutions was the. Supreme Court. 
Senator Cummins, @ well-meaning man, 
who has heretofore showh more sanity 
than some of his fellow-Progressives, is 
credited with having drawn this report. 
We fear that he has not mastered the 
facts in the case. 

Certainly the court has not tried. to 
magnify its office, It is obliged by. the 
law of its being to construe the statytes 
bearing on any case before it in the 
light of the Constitution. Like an 
honest and just miller, it grinds the 
grist that eomes to it.. If the acts of 


Congress impose upon it.tasks that 


should bé performed by Congress itself, 
that is not the, fault of the court but of 
Congress. The fact that it consists of 
nine men appointed by the President 
(Mr, Cummins ignores the advice and 
consent of the Senaté) is not a very 
menacing fact. Surely its members, 
past and present. in fitness for. their 
work compare ‘favorably with the Sen- 
ators ‘chosen by the States, or even with 
the Presidents’ chosen by the people.

Any 
attempt to perfect it by amendment 
must necegsarily lead to more and more 
litigation, doubt, and disturbance, with 
little prospect of improvement.

FRIEDMANN has boldly declared to be a 
cure for tuberculosis, and on the admin- 
istration of which he has asked for 4 
patent from the United States Govern- 
ment, cannet be ysed by him in this 
country untilg test of his claims for 
its curative value is made independently 
by, the officials of the United States 
Public Health Service at Washington. 
The vacelne cannet even be imported 
inte this country without their permis- 
sion, It was net by his will or invita- 
tion, -but because of regulations under 
the law of July 1, 1902; which require 
that the department headed by Surgeon 
General BLyE shall examine all serums, 
toxins, anti-toxins, and virus “ applica- 
“ble to the prevention and cure of dis- 
“eases of man” before their admission 
into inter-State or. foreign commerce in 
the United States, that Dr. FRIEDMANN 
was greeted at Bilis Island by an officer 
of this service. aig? 

Possibly Dr. FRIEDMANN welcomes 
this test by the Government's doctors. 
His study into the preblem of eambat- 
ing the great white plague is aacerding 
to the best of recent precedent; his re- 
ports, the latest being read at a meeting 
of the mast eminent medical seciety in 
the world, were quite proper, and they 
haye deeply impressed some scientists 
of undoubted authority. Prof. Enruicu 
deems the work done by Dr, FRIEDMANN 
of sufficient importance te warrant his 
own caréful investigation of its meth- 
ods. Prof, EwRticu’s report, when it is 
ready, will be decisive as to .the merits 
of the new “ cure.” 

In the United States, however, there 
are ample resources for finding out in- 
dependently whether Dr, FRIEDMANN’s 
pretensions are warranted. He gannot 
eater into binging contracts with com- 
mercial agencies in the various States 
for the dispensing of hig cultures of tur- 
tle bacilli; he cannot patent ‘his process 
of preparing them, and he cannot enter 
into busjness.relations with physicians 
in this country until Curgeos, General 
BLUE Is satisfied that he is dealing in a 
senuinely, anti-toxic product. In this 
State Dr, FrimpMANN. must obtain a 
physician’s license before he can admin- 
ister his “cure” to consumptives.. But 
here, also, it is the custem to give every 
epportunity for justification of such 
claims as. Dr. FRIEDMANN has made. He 
will not lack opportunity, and if he 
passes the tests imposed he will reap a 
sure reward.

SCHOOL BILLS OPPOSED. 


Public Education Assaciation Con- 
siders Them Premature. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: : 

Legislation is now pending’.at Albdny which 
would effect far-reaching changes in the con- 
‘duet of educational. matters in New. York City., 
Bills have been introduced by Assemblyman 
McKee and Senator Blauvelt which would 
transfer from the expert educators in the Board 
of Superintendents to the laymen in the Board 
of Education the making of the course of 
study, the nomination ef district Superin- 
tendents, the supervision. of directors of spe- 
cial branches, and the establishing of the 
grades. of schools and classes, ' 

The Public Hducation Association is opposed 
to these cducational bills, in the first: place, 
because if enacted into law they would -take 
questions of pedagogy and actua] school many 
agement out of the hands of salaried experts 
and put them in the hands of the members of 
the Board of Education, whe. are laymen and 
unversed in technical school matters, and un- 
certain In their terms of office.. This would 
not make for a consecutive educational policy 
or for constructive action, Even if the intent 
and ability of ‘the present Board of Education 
are unquestioned, there is no assurance that 
members appointed by subsequent Mayors wi}! 
be equally qualified to perform the duties 
which would devolve upon them if thong vills 
should become laws. 

Secondly, they would provide for a- present 
contingency ang not for permanent and ef- 
fective .reorganization. The. Hanus report 
makes many valyable recommendations regard- 
ing reorganization within the school system. 
This yepert is being studied ang should be the 
basis of fundamental changes, The preposed 
bills do not at all meet these recommenda- 
tions, in fact, are contrary in spirit to some 
of them. The association urges a longer cour 
sideration of administrative changes, ‘a plan 
for greater democracy within the school sys- 
tem, and a strengthening and improving of 
the superviging force. It also urges a more 
efficient organization for the Board of Hduca- 
tion ard a clearer interpretation of its ‘ad- 
ministrative duties.

Appellate Division’ Urged, as Court 
' of Last Resort. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is often asserted, and rightfully, that the 
Judges of our courts decide the cases, or make 
conclusions of law, rather in accordance with 
the common law and precedent than in ateord- 
ance with justice, The individual Judge, T 
feel sure, does this because the ‘system com- 
pels him to, for he fears a reversal on. appeal 
if he does not decide ‘strictly according to: the 
jaw. Thisis the evil of having tea many 
appellate courts. In many instances a person. 
may have two appeals, in. some’ cases: three, 
and too frequently a’ poor man wing a case, 
justly, in the lower courts only tobe’ reversed 
in the higher courts on mere technicalities. 
The Court of Appeals ‘is rushed with. work, 
and it seema ff this contjnuues that’ it will 
soon be unable to sit ag one tribunal: In its 
endeavor to keep up with the cases presented, 
it eannot give that proper and carefyl cenr 





which it should. 

In view of these: facts, why canjet the 
Appellate Divigion be made the highest court 
of the State? Is it not sufficient when. two

vided into a number of departménts, .the Ap: 
pellate Division can consider with care\ any 
questions that ‘properly come up for review, 
and it can administer justice just as effeet- 
ually a8 the Caurt of Appeals, if nat mere so.

According, to advices received from 
Indianapolis by The Tobacco Leaf a 
bill, which has been termed by those 
who: have given it careful study, as 
the most drastic measure evér pre- 
sented to a. legislative assembly, is 
now before the Indiana Legislature. 
The bill, should it become a law, 
would mean the elimination .of the 


middleman. It émbodies clauses which 
would prevent any one from monopoliz- 
ing or attempting to monopolize trade 
or commerce within the State. It 
would forbid any discrimination in the 
sale of any article of per aon nonigimana to 
any person, firm or corporation 

In other words, this bill, should it 
become a law, would throw all con- 
trolled brands into the opén market, 
and the manufacturer of suck brands 
would be compélled to sell his products 
to any distributer. It would compel the 
distributer to sell as cheaply to the 
consumer as to the retailer, regardless 
of quantity purchased.

COTTON. 

The feature in the cotton market yegterday 

was the development in Marcly deliveries. at 
Was the first March notice day, and notices 
which were estimated at from 40,000 to 50,000 
bales were said to have been issued by the in- 
terests who secured control of the local stock 
through accepting deliveries on January con- 
tracts. The circulation of these notices caused 
enough scattering liquidation to produce some 
early irregularity, but it was soon evident that 
the cotton was to be promptly taken up either 
by the same people who had issued the notices 
or others, ‘and then rather an active covering 
movement began, which’ caused a. sharp ad- 
vance, Marca contracts, in fact, sold up ta 
12.42c, or 21 points above the closing price of 
yesterday and over $2 per bale above the low 
level of the week. There was a less urgent de- 
mand for later positions, which were also more 
freely offered, but ‘the strength in March 
seemed to alarm the scattering short interest, 
and the genera] list showed a nét gain of from 
8 to 14 points. Later there was heavy realiz- 
ing for over the week-end, and after the de- 
mand from March shorts had subsided the 
market, which had opened firm at an advance 
of 7 to 11 points, closed barely steady, net 8 
points higher to 4 points lower. 
The early advance was assisted by steady 
cables, rather bullish Southern- spot advices, 
favorable reports from the dry goods trade, and 
increased confidence in an early settlement of 
the. Balkan troubles. The main factor, how- 
ever, was the situation in March, and the ac- 
tion of that month was supposed to suggest the 
existence of a considerable short interest. Since 
the end of January very little cotton has been 
Pid | here from the’ South, and it was evi- 
dently felt that if any’ remaining. short interest 
of consequence actually existed it might find 
difficulty in securing cover, as prices here are 
considered -well under a parity with the South, 
It is rumored, however, that there is consider- 
able cottoa in the Eastern belt, within com- 
Paratively ot shipping distance from New 
York, which might come here for March deliv- 
ery should the neat month go to a sufficiently 
attractive premium over May, as the holders 
would then sell March and take the cotton back 
If they required it on May contracts. Southern 
spot markets officially reported were generally 
unchanged.

The Governing Board of the Produce 
“Exchange has gone on record in opposi- 
tion to the bUl proposed by Senator S8til- 
well at Albany, which deals with trans- 
actions in stocks and commodities, Pres- 
jident John Aspegren of the Produce Hx- 
i change: voiced the sentiments of the Gov- 
erhors in a stateinent issued yesterday, 

“The bill we object to,” he said) ‘is 
the Stilwell Biil 832, especially the iatter 
part of the bill, beginning with Line 


‘IY, reading as follows: 


No member of any such Hxchange, yolun- 
tary association, or corporation shall refuse 
to dea] with or trade for or with any cus- 
tomer who desires said member to trade or 
deal for or with him in accordance with 
the same terms and conditions as those ob- 
served jin transactions between such mem- 
‘ber and other customers. 

“This part of the bill looks too absurd. 
The idea that a man should be compelled 
to trade with some crook with whom, of 
course, he doesn’t want to deal, is cer- 
tainly preposterous, and I doubt *whether 
that part of the bili is constitutional, any- 
way. 

“The effect of such a bill, however, is 
undoubtedly just the opposite to what 
was intended, and I am really under the 
impression that the originator of the bill 


{did not intend the meaning that the 


language gives. I suppose it was intended 
to prevent members of the New York 
a k Exchange from. discriminating 

st members of the Consolidated Ex- 
hanee: but as the bill is written it ac- 
complishes a great deal more, and the ad- 
accomplishments are certainly 


would wish 

“In wroudining this I like to call at- 
tention to a few features. It has been 
customary on ouf Exchange among the 
members’ not to accept speculative ac- 


counts from bank employes, or from em- 


ployes of competitive firms, or from 
women who have no business to spec- 
ulate, and of course not from _ crooks, 
crimir=ls, &c. I don’t believe that any 
legislator really would want to compe! 
us to accept accounts from such persons, 


and stil] under this bill we would not be 


allowed to refuse orders from such pe sy 
as it would be considered discriminat 
Members of some other Exchange have 
by the legislators been criticised for ac- 
cepting accounts from people of that kind, 
and the result has been the adoption of 
by-laws or rules by the Exchanges ali 
over the country forbidding members to 
accept accounts from such people. I am 
glad to say that our own Exchange has 
been free from criticism of this kind as 
cur members have always felt that such 
aqrecnts should not be solicited. 

‘We have also made such rules as_to 
practically prevent ‘corners.’ on our Ex- 
change. We are oppused to manipulation 
and if any one man or concern shoul 
try to manipulate the market he would 
undoubtedly find that orders to buy or 
sell in larger volumes: than the market 
would warrant would be refused by the 
members and justly so. 

“The bill._prevents them from using dis- 
cretioa and practically compels them tv 
lend their money and lend their credit 
to. unscrupulous people. 

‘ We will, of course, oppose such legisla~- 
tion, and I have not the slightest doubt

" Quiet—-Money Demands 
Advance Rates. 


In the improvement in prices which 
eccurred during the last few days was 
seen an arrest of the pessimism which 
had been overspreading the market, 
but it was made clear yesterday that 
there has yet’ develépéd .‘no_ dis- 
position to take other than a_vefy 
conservative position in reference td 
commitments in securities. -. Events 
served yesterday to keep to the fore 
the influence of the money market as 
a restraining factor upon prices. Here 
time money was held at a slightly 
higher level, and call funds com- 
manded as much as 4% per cent., 
though the bulk of the day’s borrow- 
ing was done a full one per cent. or 
more under that rate. Estimates of 
the results of the .-week’s currency 
movements were conflicting, but it 
seemed not :mprobakle that the first 
of the money demands which had to 
be provided for yesterday, both in 
respect to cash supply and to credits, 
would serve to produce some impair- 
‘ment of the Clearing House reserve 
position. The bids which this mar- 
ket is receiving from abroad are at 
the same time serving to show the 
world-wide character of the money 
demands which are being reflected in 
rates unusually high for the _ sea- 
sons The German market is _ fac- 
ing $150,000,000 Government , short- 
time loans, which will be placed a 
week hence, and Berlin has therefore 
been bidding in this market for funds 
to run until after subscriptions, to 
this loan have, been received. No 
very large advances. have been. made 
by New York, but a few, totaling, 
perhaps, $4,000,000, were learned of 
yesterday. These advances are being 
made in effect as ten-day loans, for 
they are subject to recall by the lend- 
ers after that number of days, but 
it is likely that they may be allowed 
to run beyond this relatively brief 
period. Most of the loans made on 
this condition have been taken at 5 
per cent. For longer periods Berlin 
has been bidding ~ more generously, 
and New York bankers have also been 
receiving bids from Austria.of as much 
as 56% per cent. for six months’ special 
deposits. These are hardly attractive 
in view of the narrow margin, be- 
tween these bids and the rates at 
which time loans: can be put out in 
our own market, or the rate at 
which high grade commercial paper 
can be purchased. ‘The short time 
loans to Germany are more attractive, 
inasmuch as the controlling compari- 
son in rates there is with our call 
money market, which has lately aver- 
aged close to 2 per cent. under the 
bids which Germany is making here. 
In addition to the loans which we have 
been making in response to these bids 
this market has been ‘carrying long 
bills drawn on Germany. ~ This, of 
course, involves the risk of exchange, 
but there is some margin to cover this 
for sixty- day discounts at Berlin are 
close to 6 per cent. At Paris, short 
money is quite plentiful, but Frénch 
exchange remains high because of the 
indisposition of that market to enter 
vpoOn any commitments which would 
tie up moneyfor anyappreciable period. 
At Paris and at London .the security 
markets showed a cheerful tone yes- 
terday, but,a divergence of opinion 
regarding the political probabilities 
was indicated by: the fact that 
whereas those two markets were 
higher, prices moved downward on the 
Berlin Boerse. . | 

Current trade reports continue to 
cffer striking contrast to the misgiv- 
ings which have been finding reflec- 
tion in the prices of securities. Con- 
tinued activity in the movement of 
merchandise into consumption has, of 
course, been indicated for some time 
to come by the fact that orders on the 
books of manufacturers accumulated 
during recent months to an extent 
which calls for a large scale of produc- 
tion for a considerable time to come. 
It is principally in the placing of 
orders for future delivery that some 
let-up has been indicated, which very 
naturally is regarded as a forerun- 
ner of some slackening in general 
business, but enough commitments 
running well into the future are be- 
ing entered upon to suggest that the 
pessimism which Wall Street has been 
feeling has had but little influence 
upon the general business estimate of 
the future.

ALBANY, Feb. 28,—Before his departure 
for-New York to-day Gov, Sulzer instruct- 
ed Chairman Carlisle of the Investigating 
Committee’ to get all the facts ;possible 
relating»: ‘to’ the . capitol . reconstruction 
scandal and have a report for his guid- 
ance on his return to AJbany next Thurs- 
day. .[The Governor took this course as a 
resull of the investigation of the affairs 
of Herman W. Hoefer, who was forced to 
resign yesterday as State architect. 

The Governor has ordered the canceling 
of all repair contracts for capitol work 
which are on a’ percentage basis. It is 
the Governor's intention to lay the matter 
before the Trustees of Public Buildings, 
and if possible to lay a foundation for 
the recovery of money alleged to have 
been wasted.
